South America is a continent of superlatives. The Andes are the Longest 
continuous mountain chain in the world. The Amazon is by far the Largest 
river in the world. It flows down through the most extensive rain forest 
in the world. South America is a continent of great climatic diversity, 


breathtaking natural scenery, impressive archeological sites, and unusual 
wildlife. 


This program begins with the people and scenic beauty of Ecuador near the 
northern end of the Andes and just to the west of the mighty Amazon. The 
next stop is the Galapagos Islands Lying 600 miles to the west in the 
Pacific Ocean. The unique creatures which inhabit these islands, 
Creatures such as the flightless cormorant and the marine iguana, make 
this a paradise for naturalists and photographers. 


To the south and east of Ecuador Lies Peru, the site of one of the most 
spectacular archeological wonders of the world, the Long Lost Inca city of 


Machu Picchu. With its multitude of habitats -- mountains, deserts, 
Seacoasts, and rain forests — Peru is also home to nearly 1,700 species 
of birds. 


Much farther to the south is Argentina, stretching 2,300 miles north to 
south between the Andes and the Atlantic Ocean. Among its many 
world-class natural attractions are the magnificent Iguassu falls and the 
Perito Moreno glacier, a 250-foot high wall of moving ice. Birds and 
other animals are abundant, particularly along the coastal regions of 
Patagonia and Tierra del Fuego. 


From Ecuador on the equator to Tierra del Fuego at the southern tip of 
South America this program covers a range of 4,000 miles. It includes 
some of the interesting peoples encountered and several outstanding scenic 
attractions, but the major emphasis is on the wildlife, particularly the 
birds, of the areas. Over 75 species of birds will be shown.
